Throughout the country major cities 
and small ones. are in the driver's seat 
as cable television companies offer 
more channels, large franchise fees, 
two-way television and public-access 
studios and channels. 

But, while other cities are enjoying 
these new systems, Charlevoix County 
seems doomed to play a waiting game 
before any major mew services are 
offered here. 

In Charlevoix County, cable television 
is pretty much as it arrived here in 1965 
with the possibility that the county may 


- get from one to three new channels tn 


1981. 

With 12 channels available on the 
current system, Lake Charlevoix Cable 
TV and GLC-TV,. which serves Pet- 
oskey, offer programming on 10 of those 
channels. Both companies are owned by 
Mega Vision, a company which has 
most of its systems in northern 
Michigan, 

For a basic cable fee of $7.95. in 

Charlevoix County. subscribers receive 
NBC, CBS. CBC (Canadian), WKBD 
Detroit. WCML 
(public tefevision), a weather and news 
service, USA Sports Network, and two 
ABC affiliates. 
Cable users can get’ Home Box 
Office—movies, sports, night club 
shows, service programs and specials— 
for an additional charge of $8.95, 

When cable originally came to the 
county 16 years ago. the idea was to 
enable subscribers to get good network 
reception. In addition to pood reception, 
they also now receive additional 
channels like WKBD and the USA 
Sports Network. 

Charlevoix County may have the 
benefits of good reception but other 
cities across the country are receiving 
additional benefits in the form of 
franchise fees, public-access channels 
and studios. more channel capability,

and two-way cable. The technology 
exists for these option’. 

Recently, the city of Taylor, Mich., 
received an advance of three years’ 
franchise fees which totaled $100,000.

In Newton, Mass.., the city received an 
addition to the town’s library to house a 
media center and  public-access 
channel. 

And, according to Business Week, 
‘In the last six months, every company 
bidding for a city’s cable franchise has 
promised a system that will let viewers 
talk back to their TV sets."' 

LOCAL FRANCHISES 

Franchises awarded by Charlevoix, 
East Jordan, and Boyne City are for 
extended periods varying from 10 years 
with a renewal for 10, in Charlevoix, to 
15 years with a 15 year renewal in both 
East Jordan and Boyne City. 

While franchises are for long periods 
of time, the cable company is required 
to come back to the city for rate 
increases beyond cost-of-living per- 
centage increases. The city must 
receive 60 days’ advance notice and 
then hold a public hearing. It is at thi¢ 
time that any modifications to the 
franchise could be discussed. 

Bovne City City Manager Tim Clifton 
says that for future rate increases, 
“We'll probably enlist support not just 
of the city attorney but we'll get outside 
expertise.’' Clifton said he was def- 
initely interested in seeing a public- 
access channel focally. ‘It would 
provide us a means to reach the 
people,’ Clifton said. 

A recent statement by State Sen. 
Mitch Irwin, who serves on a senate 
special committee on cable television 
says, ‘With proper planning. cable TV 
can encourage increased citizen parti- 
cipation in civic, government and 
community activities. However, the 
major obstacle to the devctopment of 
such services is the lack of under- 
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standing on the part of local com- 
munity. officials and citizens when 
securing a cable franchise."’ 

“Only if cable systems are designed 
to adapt to new developments as they 
become available will a community be 
able to realize the full potential of cable 
TV. Much planning and work must be 
done to ensure the best, most up- 
to-date and appropriate cable TV 
system for any community,’ Irwin said. 

MORE CHANNELS 

And what plans are there for 
Charlevoix County cable? Darrell 
Braeger. manager of Lake Charlevoix 


‘ Cable TV and GLC-TV, said, ‘We'd like 


to add some other stations to the 
Charlevoix and the Cheboygan 
systems."' 

Channels under strong consideration 
include Cable News Network, an. all- 
news 24-hour television service; WTBS, 
Atlanta's self-proclaimed superstation 


Darrell Braeger, manager of 
Lake “Charlevoix Cable TV, 
says that several new stations 
may be added to the local 


system—including Atlanta's 
‘‘Superstation,’”’ Cable News 
Network and WGN of Chicago. 


which provides old movies. sports and 
sitcom reruns; and WGN, an indepen- 
dent station out of Chicago. 

Because of the system limitations, in 
order to receive all three new channels, 
probably one of the ABC affiliates 
would be taken off, Braeger said. 
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Possibilities endless, but 
we play the waiting game 


‘*Whether any of that is accomplished 
in 1981, I don’t know,”’ said Braeger. 
Channel capacity in the present system 
is 12 and Braeger said it would be a year 
or two down the road before the system 
would even consider adding more 
capacity. The system might be 
expanded toa 20 to 22 system sometime 
in the future, he said. 

Braeger. who joined the system in 
June of 1979, said his office had 
considered putting in a public-access 
station and perhaps doing some high 
school basketball games, ‘'but that kind 
of fizzled out,"’ he said. 

Braeger also said that about seven 
years ago there had been a local station 
of some sort and that there were still 
sets in the top of the Cook building in 
Petoskey, where the station had been 
located. 

Aside from local sports, a public- 
access station could be used by schools, 


local government and citizens to inform 
the public about local issues. For 
example, school board and city council 
meetings or public hearings might be 
televised. 

A few years ago, a local cable channel 
was used for a short program to inform 


aye ot 
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East Jordan School District residents 
about the bonding proposal to build a 
new high school. The program was 
produced at little cost by school 
personnel who used a simple video 
camera and tape which the school 
already owned. Local residents were 
told they could tune in to a certain cable 
channel at a certain time if they wanted 
to watch the program. * 
Putting in a public-access channel, 
Braeger said, might cost a great deal of 
money for equipment and cameras. 
especially if color capacity was desired. 
However, a year-end report from the 
Senate special committee on cable 
television says there is a myth about 
public access: ‘‘The mvth says if you 
have an access channel then you must

equipment to fill that studio. In reality, 
an access channel cam be programmed 
with nothing more than a tape deck and 
transmission equipment to air shows 
over the designated channel."'

FRANCHISE FEES 

When local cities renewed franchises 
in 1976, they were told by cable 
attorney, Tom  Pointner, that no 
payment was being made to the cities 
because (© give a three percent fee 
“would result in a direct increase in the 
cost of subscription rates." Rates since 
the 1976 renewal have increased 27 
percent, 

However. in Panama City Beach, 
Fla.. Mega Vision, the parent company

Want more TV channels? 
Get a satellite receiver! 


A Petoskey firm may have the answer 
for those individuals who can’t wait to 
get more channels or for cable TV to 


reach them. It’s called satellite 
receiving. 
Sunrise of Petoskey already has a 


contract to install a satellite at the 
proposed Hemingway Pointe Condom- 
intums on Ferry Road in Eveline 
Township. *‘Satellite receiving will be 
available in the next month and a half,” 
said Al Miller, technician with Sunrise. 
He said plans were to install a receiver 
at Hemingway Pointe this summer. 
Miller explained that television net- 


works use satellites to send their beams 
around the nation. With a_ satellite 
receiver, which looks like a dish, you 
can pick up as many as 65 channels. 

Like the computer industry, satellite 
receivers were initially high in cost— 
in the $125,000 range—but now small 
receivers are down to about $5,000, 

Several popular magazines now 
provide instructions for building your 
own for much less. Miller said that the 
Japanese are working on making the 
“dish” even smaller and he thought 
‘In 10 years everyone in the U.S, will 
have one." 


Once a hobo, always a hobo, says Grand Duke

EAST JORDAN Once a_ hobo, 
always a hobo, savs 74-vear-old Ivan 
Mills of East Jordan. 

That's how Mills explains the fact 
that he was honored at the National 
Hoboes last vear— 


“practicing hobo" since 1941. 

Mills was named a Grand Duke of 
Hoboes in August. 1980, at the hoboes’ 
convention in Britt, lowa. ; 

But because of his poor health, Mills 
was, unable to attend the convention to 
receive his award. So the National King 
Hobo, Steam Train Maury Graham,

Bo during his hobo days. Mills is proud 
of his past. ‘‘Holdin' his own’' as a 
hobo was definitely not the same thing 
as being a bum. 

A hobo had a strict sense of pride and 
ethics, according to Mills. A hobo never 
stole and he always offered to work for 
the goods he received. A bum. on the 
other hand, never worked. In fact. when 
the word work was mentioned. a bum 
took off running in the other direction, 

When a hobo "'stemmed"’ a town, he 
would check out the restaurants and 
shops, offering to work for leftover food 
and clothing. When a hobo got enough 
money or food, he would travel on to 
another town. 

A hobo didn't measure his wealth in 
money or material goods. He valued 
friendships. Mills . said. All that 
mattered was building up personal 
relationships and a network of places 


where he could work to earn his way.

Why did people become hoboes? 
Some were angry about the economic 
times and the fact they couldn't make a 
good living. Some had divorced their 
wives. Some were young runaways with 
family problems, (The youngest hobo 
Mills ever met was Dakota Fred. a 
seven-year-old boy.) All loved the 
adventurous traveling life. 

But part of that adventurous travel- 
ing life was spending time in jail. Mills 
spent time in jail in’36 states charged 
with riding the rails or vagrancy. In 
winter Mills would ‘‘let’’ himself get 
caught so he would have food and a 
warm place to stav. In the summer, 
however. Mills claimed he almost never 
got caught. 

He rode in the ‘‘blind’’ on the back of 
the steam engine, between it and the 
next car. There was standing room only. 
When he passed a_ station, 


_ pressed his body close to the engine so 


he couldn't.be seen, 


Sometimes he also rode in the tender, 


the car which was attached to the 
locomotive to carry coal. As he rode, he

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Mills spoke of Coffee John, a hobo 
friend-turned-businessman, John had 
the misfortune of getting one leg cut off 
by a train in Omaha, Neb. 

Realizing that Coffee John’s hobo 
days were gone, the merchants and 
policemen in Omaha got together to set 
John up in his own small restaurant for 
hoboes, of course. 

The merchants donated food to him. 
Coffee John cooked it and charged the 
hoboes, passing 
nominal fee to eat there. This kept the 
hoboes out of the. downtown business 
district and it gave John a way toearna 
living staying around the people and the 
lifestyle he loved. 

Sometimes Mills ended up in places 
he didn’t really intend to be. Once, 
while headed west, Mills spent the 
night on what he thought was a 
stationary pickle car in Arizona. When 
the awoke, the train was. rolling fast.

As Capone let Mills 
out of the car, he stuffed a $5 bill in the 
hobo's back pocket and told him to get 
himself ‘*a good flop, a gdod meal, and 
a good bottle of booze for the evening." 
Mills said he recognized Capone by the 
large scar running down the left side of 
his face. ; 

In 1941 Mills’ days on the road came 
to an end when he was visiting his 


‘hometown in Mancelona. He met and 


married Ethel Sutton, a woman from 
Central Lake. They lived in Central Lake 
for awhile and then moved to the 
property across from the East Jordan 
Sno-Mobiler’s clubhouse where Mills 
has lived for the past 29 vears. 


True to torm, Mills had several 
occupations in Charlevoix County.

Factory. the Creamery, and the. Block 
Works in East Jordan. He also worked 
at the Tannery in Boyne City. Ethel 


_ Sutton Mills died in 1975. Mills’ deter- 


iorating health has kept him close to 
home ever since. 
Mills still keeps in touch with some of 


the friends he made during his hobo, 


days through newspaper clippings. 
postcards and letters all pasted care- 


fully in his hobo scrapbook. He con- 


tinues to write poetry. something he 
Started back when he was on the road. 

The rhvthm of the wheels on the 
rails, the boxcar door banging, the 


- chains on the brakes clanking. and the 


lonesome whistle blowing as I was 
sleeping on the trains made me think in 
rhymes. A lot of the "boes were poets,”’ 
Mills said. 

Mills poetry shows his hobo spirit. 
Some of his poetry is humorous. telling 


about getting splinters in his rump/ 


while riding on a boxcar. 

Some poems are serious. In this poem 
Mills looks to the future in that ‘'Great 
Jungle in the Sky."' . 

When we reach that great jungle 

High up in the sky 

There will be no more highways 

And no more auto rides. 


We will.float around on clouds 
In our jungle in the sky 
And we will ride our spook trains 
On that golden railroad line 
To our hobo jungle 

‘High up in the sky. 


Mills has three children. three grand- 
children and seven great-grandchildren 
who love to hear him relive his hobo 
days. 

Mills would be on the road again if he 


didn’t have the ‘‘Emphysema and 
Chattanooga Blues,’’ which is another 
poem: 
I got the emphysema and Chattan- 
ooga blues 


I can’t ridé on no more rails 

Nor drink any more booze | 

And them damned railroad whisites 

Give me the Bluey Blues. 

Now | got to pay my dues 

So [ got the emphysema 

Chattanooga blues. 

Ivan Mills will always be a hobo. 
Tales like his make up a part of this 
nation's history. Steam engines are 
obsolete. Hoboes, like Millis, are a 
vanishing breed.

permit to operate cable there. In con-- 


sideration for that permit, the city 
receives three percent of the cable. 
company's gross within the city. Rates 
in Panama City Beach are comparable 
to Charlevoix County. 


City Manager for Panama City Beach, 
Richard Jaékson, said, ‘‘Last year our: 
revenue from the cable company was 
around $3,200."° There are approx- 


imately 2,000 single family dwellings in 


Panama City ‘Beach and an additional 
4,000 motel rooms and condos on the 
system. 


EXPANSION PLANS 

Asked about plans to expand to other 
areas in Charlevoix County, Braeger 
said that Walloon Lake would be the 
next move. “The maps are done, but 
we're kind of on hold for now. I don't 
know whether we're even going to start 
it this year, We hope that we can, but 
it's money and we'll have to see,"' 

Braeger also said he hoped people 
would realize the service they get from 
Lake Charlevoix Cable. '‘Our guys are

‘special election. should resiift in the 
property tax being cut in half (in 
exchange for an increase in’ sales tax.) 
The new law would also stipulate no 
property category could have more than 
a six percent valuation increase per 
vear, 


Some categories—for example. resi- 


dential—are expected to increase as 


‘much as 10 percent if no tax cut. is 


voted. 

With the tax cut, however, plus the 
six percent limit, the result could be 
another $80, loss of reves to the 
school, 

School board members believe the 
law's countering increase in sales tax 
would not cover this three percent loss 
of revenue. 

Referring to the third reason for 
budget cuts—inflation—Kelly — said. 
*'This will be the third vear we haven't 
given an inflationary increase per capita 
in textbook supplies and capita! outlay 
of equipment and furniture." 

The school is unable to prevent a 
possible 20 percent increase in health 
insurance. This single item is $135,000 
this vear. 

Kelly stressed the intent of the 
budget is to save programs in spite of 
budget cuts. He said. "‘We tried to 
build a budget we could live with 
academically."" 

The board members once again faced 
the question of millage for an elevator 
for the handicapped at the middle 
schoo}. 

They believed the separate millage 
request for the $50,000 construction 
would jeopardize passage of the operat- 
ing budget millage. and in a straw vote 
of five to two indicated they would not 
put it on the ballot. favoring use of the 
first floor for classroom scheduling of 
anv handicapped students.

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"Worthwhile goal for cable TV: 
Local public-access studio — 


When cable. television first came to, Charlevoix ae 
_ County 16: years ago, ‘the main. idea was quite 
simple: to. give: people. better. reception of the 
Since we -are quite a 


three major. networks. . 
distance from the local TV affiliate stations, that 


_ Was reason enough to pay a-modest monthly fee 


for cable TV. Over the yéars, extra_channels 
featuring everything from sitcém reruns to 
sports, movies and réligious programming have 
been added to the package. 

Cable TV is, on the whole, a pretty good deal 
for $8 a month. But in the past few years, 
technology in this field has expanded so greatly 
that the future possibilities seem truly endless. In 
some cities, cable TV systems have more than 
{00 channel capabilities. and viewers can ‘‘talk 


back’’ to their sets by punching keyboards. 


Private firms are jumping into the field, and more 
cable channels and programs are emerging. 


In larger cities, many cable companies bid for a * 


franchise—and they pay handsomely for exclu- 
sive rights to that city. Federal law requires that 
‘“‘public-access’’ studios and channels be 
provided in larger cable TV systems. Typically. 
these studios would be used to broadcast 
educational or public affairs type of pro- 
pramming. 

In 1976, Lake Charlevoix Cable TV, which 
serves East Jordan, Boyne City and Charlevoix, 
was given a renewal of all three city franchises. it 
is interesting to note that Boyne City area 
resident Karl Waldner prodded East Jordan and 
Boyne City officials to require something from 
the cable company in return for exclusive 
franchise rights. (He suggested a public- access 
studio and channel.) 

But the true potential for cable TY was not 
widely recognized at that time. In all three cities 
the cable company was given a no-cost long-term 
franchise renewal with no. stipulations for 
anything like a public-access studio. 

At the time. unfortunately, this was routine for 
small-town cable operations. Some officials who 
were involved in those earlier meetings claim 
ignorance of their subject matter and lack of 
understanding of the capabilities available at that 
time, 

But times have changed, and the future of 
cable has begun to receive a great deal of 


auention in the media and, lrum government 

‘agencies, ; 
‘Ina year-end report for 1980: by the Michigan 
‘Senate Special Committee on Cable TV, guide- — 
lines are listed for a model franchise. 
The first items listed include *11). Two-way — 
capability or provisions for eventually obtaining it 
. and 2) Access channels (for ail-svstems) and an 
equipped studio(s) with supporting. staff if the: 
community is of sufficient size to warrant such an 
investment.” 

At first glance. it may appear that it's too late 
for residents and government officials todo much 
about changing the situation in Charlevoix: 
County—since long-term franchises have been 
granted to the cable TY company. But the 
company periodically must come back to the 
cities for permission to increase rates. 

When this happens, we think it would be 
reasonable for our local government Officials to 
collectively require that some type of simple 
public-access studio be established in our 
area—perhaps in Petoskey. 

There are more than 7,500 cable subscribers in 
Charlevoix and Emmet Counties. where the two 
cable systems are owned By the same company. 
This presents exciting possibilities, and the cost 
would not be prohibitive if facilities and 
equipment were kept simple and the costs were 
spread among 7.500 subscribers. 

Just think! Local concerts, plays. sports. 
governmental hearings and mectings, debates 
and educational programs could be shown on a 
specially designated cable TV channel. The cable 
company could provide staff and scheduling for 
the studio, while an individual or organization 
making use of it would pay a fee to cover things 
like staff time and videotape. 

We urge our local government officials to learn 
as muchas they can about the future possibilities 
of cable TV and how this new technology might 
be taken advantage of locally. 

Current city council members and local citizens 
might want to avail themselves of a workshop on 
Cable TV which is being hosted by the Michigan 
Municipal League on May 1 at the public library 
in East Lansing. Interested persons may call! 
(313) 662-3246 for additional information. 

Also available from State Sen. Mitch Irwin's 
office is an 80 page report on cable TV which was 
put together by the special senate committee on 
cable television and a Citizens Guide to Cable 
Television Franchising.

Some like it hot — 


Sis spring the residents of the little 
town of Bendor:had all the A#! potatoes 
they wanted ‘free for the taking. It was 
just about the ‘time that everyone's 
potatoes were almost gone. 

At the turn of the century the potato 
crop really muscled in on ‘the lumber 
business. Ships were loading potatoes 
at Bowers Harbor on the Old Mission 
Peninsula, Elk Rapids and. other Ports 
along the lake ae 

Farmers around. Boyne City, East 
Jordan and Charlevoix went. into the

potato business as soon as land was 
cleared. Most of the growers around the 
Interlochen area sold their potatoes 
right out of the field and took them to 
Bendon to be shipped by rail. 

Around 1910 Uncle Frank Gonder, 
whose farm was located where the 
Intertochen golf course is now, had a 
good crop of potatoes. It was a good 
year so prices were low, probably about 
25 cents a bushel. All of Gonder’s 
neighbors sold their crops right away 
because they needed the moncy. But. 
Gonder devided to store his potatoes 
until spring when he was sure that he 
would get a better.price. 

He had his cellar full and many 

bushels buried in a pit. When spring 
finally arrived he loaded a wagon with 
potatoes and went to the freight office in 
Bendon to sell them. 
“| believe they offered him about 15 
cents a bushel. He turned and walked 
out of the office and started home with 
his: load. 

As he started up Bendon hill he tet 
down the tail gate of his wagon and 
strewed the whole load of potatoes: all 
the: way up the hill, He was a real 
protester before his time. 

1 wonder sometimes how people 
cooked betore the potata was discov- 
ered, What a wonder it is with all those 
delicious vitamins so casily digested 
and only about 100 calories a serving. It 
is the sauces and gravies we serve on 
the potato that add the calories. 

Now our potatoes come to us in flakes 
and buds for mashed potatoes, au 
gratin, with onion and chives and plain 
ecules potatoes in meal sized boxes.
